Garfield in January, 1880, on House of Repre- 
sentatives stationery, mailed in Washington, 
and addressed to H. L. Morey, of the Employ- 
ers’ Union, Lynn, Massachusetts.” An exami- 
nation of the fac-simile here to-day shows, first, 
that the envelope is not of any of 
the sizes ever used by the House 
of Representatives, and is not a 
size that Gen. Garfield would e been likely 
to have bad. Second, all Congressional letters 
mailed at the Capitol Post-Office have the word 
Congress placed upon them with a date 
stamp. There is 

NO SUCH POSTMARK 

upon this envelope, showing that the letter was 
not mailed at the Capitol. It purports to have 
been mailed in Washington. The only other 
place where it could have been mailed and re- 
ceive the Washington postmark was at the City 
Post-Office. The canceling stamp used upon 
the envelope containing the forged letter is of 
itself conclusive evidence that the letter is 
a forgery. In January, 1880, stamps were can- 
celed at the Washington City Post-Office by an 
old rubber stamp, which left a heavy blurred 
impression. No other stamp was used. On 
April 13, nearly three months after the pre- 
tended Garfield letter claims to have been 
posted, a new. steel canceling-stamp was in- 
troduced in the Washington City Post-Office, and 
has since been in use there exclusively. The 
fac-simile, however, of the pretended Garfieid 
letter is a pretty correct imitation of the hew 
stamp irtroduced in April.

THE LOCAL CAMPAIGN. 

The most thé Democrats are fighting for 
now is to save the local offices in such coun- 
ties as they may hope to carry by hard work, 
and tp elect as many Congressmen as they 
ean. They have really abandoned the ex- 
pectation of electing their Presidential can- 
didate, and only maintain a show of confi- 
dence in order to strive the more effectively 
for local advantages. The Democratic man- 
agers of the Cook County campaign are 
putting forth more energy than ever be- 
fore to elect their county ticket, and are 
utilizing to the utmost limit the possession of 
the city offices and the promise of the county 
patronage. The Republicans, confident that 
Cook County. will go Republican, do not 
seem to give this fact the consideration it 
deserves. 

Mr. Carter Harrison is managing the local 
campaign for the Democrats. He happens 
to be Mayor of this city, made so by Repub- 
lican votes. In that capacity he has assumed 
a personal direction of the various depart- 
ments to an extent that has given him great 
power. It is generally understood in the 
Police, Fire, Publie Works, Street, Water, 
and other branches of the City Government 
that tenure of office depends entirely upon 
Harrison’s favor. Now that peremptory 
orders have gone forth that every man in the 
employ of the City Government must regard 
himself as a biower and striker for the Dem- 
ocratic ticket and act accordingly, the de- 
partment employés generally believe that 
their places depend upon strict obedience 
to these mandates. It is said that the Water 
Office has been used to make up lists of 
voters, and that every available man in the 
employ of the city is really acting as acan- 
vasser for the Democratic party. 

There is no question but this is an un- 
scrupulous practice. The people engaged 
by the city are paid out of the public fund, 
to whieh Republicans contribute at least 
three-fourths. Mayor Harrison cannot justi- 
fy the prostitution of the city employés to 
this business. In fact, he has saia repeated- 
ly that he would not use his office and abuse 
his power in this way. 

This course may not avail him as much as 
he thinks. It is his ambition to be re@lected 
Mayor of Chicago. He declined tie nomi- 
nation for Congress in the West Division, 
possibly because he did not think he could 
be elected, but ostensibly on the ground that 
he desired to be a candidate again for Mayor. 
If the people of Chicago shall satisfy them- 
selves that Mr. Harrison as Mayor has made 
active work in behalf of the Democrats a 
condition upon which alone the policemen, 
firemen, and other public officers can retain 
their places, they will not be disposed to in- 
trust the powers of the Mayor’s position in 
his hands for a second time to be similarly 
misused, 

In the meantime, the alleged course of 
Mayor Harrison in the present campaign, no 
matter how unscrupulous, 18 likely to be 
effective. It willmake votes fur the Demo- 
cratic county ticket. A large amount of 
personal persuasion, irrespective of National 
politics, will thus be brought to bear upon 
voters.

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Suppose the Democtats had suceeeded in 
defeating the bill making greenbacks a legal- 
tender, how would money have beet pro- 
cured to put down the Democratic Rebellion ?

tended to appease that dangerous class and 
bring them into more peaceable relations 
with the Government. Any class of the 
people that makes it unsafe for him or for 
the Emperor to walk abroad is a very danger- 
ous obstacle to the working of his plans, and 
if he can find a remedy through official 
action that savors of benefit to them he will 
accomplish more by it than by all the force 
which he ean employ. The London Spectator 
gives, from what it consiaers good authority, 
the detaits of his plan. It is to revive the 
guilds, authorizing each trade to form itself 
into a close society, with its own legalized 
rules of admission, and to accumulate 
by minute but compulsory payments a large 
corporate insurance fund; this fund being 
guaranteed and assisted by the State, which 
in return, of course, will obtain considerable 
control over the guilds, since its withdrawal 
at any time would break down their pros- 
perity. In this action there is nothing alarm- 
ing, since the Government would only guar- 
antee to workmen’s savings the same protec- 
tion that is given to many other forms of 
property. The Spectator, however, conceives 
that Bismarck may go farther than this even, 
and gives utterance to its fears, as follows:

Should this be the outcome * Bismarck’s 
ideas, there is no question that it would work 
ulmost irreparable mischief in destroying 
capital and dis turbing and unsettiing labor, 
besides arousing a demand allover Europe 
among workingmen for the inauguranon of 
similar schemes in their own countries. It 
would be a long step towards the realization 
of the dangerous ideas of the Socialists. 
There is nothing yet to indicate that he is 
prepared to go that far, or that he has in 
contemplation anything more dangerous 
than the establishment of compulsory insur- 
ance: but the man who could sacrifice the 
Falck laws to secure the support of the Ultra- 
montanes may be prepared te sacrifice his 
poliey with regard to Socialism to secure the 
votes of workingmen. It would be a great 
gain if he could secure personal safety for 
the members of the Government. and if he 
could appease the working nen. who stand in 
his way more than any other class, and it 
would be a still greater gain if he could. 
check emigration, which is threatening the 
industrial as well as the military power of 
Germany. To accomplish such ends and se- 
cure the voting support of the workingmen 
he may risk even concessions te Socialists, 
for he has made them before, and only de- 
serted them when he could obtain a majority 
elsewhere. A short time, however, will de- 
velop the real character of his plans, when 
his bill comes up for discussion in Parlia- 
ment. The diseussion, however, will not be 
confined to that body. It will be sure to 
arouse discussion all over Europe, and may 
lead, if pushed too far, to very serious 
trouble.

In others they 
have passed the most violent resolutions.

A Complete System of House and 
Sewer Ventilation. 


Legislation Needed to ‘Protect the 
| Health of the Community. 


_ The following report of the Committee on 
House- Drainage of the Citizens’ Association has 
been approved by the Executive Committee 
and ordered to be published for the information 
of the members and the public: 

To the Exccutive Committee of the Citizens’ As- 
sociation of Chicago: The Committee on House-

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The waste and soil pipes Af every house should 
run of uniform size from the street sewer to, 
say, five feet above the roof of the house. with- 
out any trap whatever. We shall consider 
hereafter the precautions necessary within the 
house. This pipe, runniag through the house. 
would generally create an upward draft. The 
perforated manhole covers would admit fresh 
air to the sewers. Sometimes the action would 
be reversed; but at all times, either through the 
manhole covers or through the open S- pipes, 
sewers would have unobstructed connection 
with the atmosphere, and a circulation of air 
would be maintained in them which would very 
probably keep them free from poisonous gases. 

The objection which is commonly made to this 
— is that no one is willing to have the cases 

rom the sewer pass through his house. We be- 
lieve this to be an erroneons view of the matter. 
It is our belief that if every house in Chicago 
couid be connected with the sewers iu the man- 
ner described, the danger to the entire commu- 
nity from typhoid fever, diphtheria, scariet- 
fever, and other-zymotic diseases would be 
greatly lessened. 

It is certainly possible to protect individual 
houses against gases from the main sewer by a 
ventilated trap on the house drain; but as sure- 
ly as the gases within the sewers of the city be- 


come injurious from the want of pure air, so 


surely will they find their way into houses which 
are not thoroughiy protected. And it may final- 
ly happen that the diseases generated by the 
unventilated sewers will, through contagion, 
reach the occupants of the houses having the 
best and most expensive system of sewers and 
plumbing. 

We believe that the broad view is the true one; 
that what is best for the heaith of all people is 
best for the individual; and we therefore strong- 
ly recommend that in all cases the house drains 
connect with sewers without a trap. 

It remains for us to consider the dangers to be 
apprehended from the 

DRAINAGE SYSTEM WITHIN THE HOUSE. 


It is now belieged that the air contained in the 
soil and waste pipes of a house is more foul and 
dangerous than that of the main sewers. Hence 
the necessity of disinfecting them by the admis- 
sion of pure air; and, if possible, of creating a 
circulation of air through them. We must also 
prevent the access of the air in these pipes to 
the house itsolt. 

The first requisitis the use of a material 
which shall be imperviousto water or gases: 
which shall resist acids; which shall be too 
strong to be broken by a biow or pressure, and 
which shall huve as few joints as ible. 

Lead was once almost universaily used for soil 
and waste pipes; butit bas been abandoned by 
the best plumbers. It is liable to corrosion by 
acids and alkalies; it is apt to sag if not fully 
supported, and witha large vertical * it is 
very difficult to support it well; an t may 
be gnawed by rats, or be perforated by 
a nail curelesiy driven. Cast-iron pipes 
not less than four inches in inside diameter 
and one-quarter inch in thickness, coated with 
tar inside and outside, and thoroughly leaded 
and calked at the joiuts, are the best and cheap- 
est, aud are recommended for general use. 
They should be tested before using. Wrougut- 
iron pipe, coated with enamel or other sub- 
stance impervious to water and aids. is per- 
baps equaily good. but is more expensive, and 
perhaps more liable to rust, in spite of the 
enamel. 

The nouse-drains are still commonly made of 
glazed tile, joined by cement, and laid under 
ground, These are now regarded by the best 
authorities as untit for the purpose. They are 
the cause of much of the trouble from sewer- 

Good vitritied pipe does not itself leak, 
ut the cement joints are very apt to do so, 
even if undisturbed: and these joints are, from 
many causes, liable tu be broken, and then the 
sewage escapes from the drain and saturates 
the earth under the house. It is out of sight, 
and the fracture of the pipe, or opening of the 
joint, may not be suspected until bad oders or 
illness in the household lead to its discovery. 

The prominent sanitary engineers of this coun- 
try and of England unite in declaring that no 
bouse can be considered safe from maiarial poi- 
sons in which the — sewer pipe is made of 

kind of earthen pipe. 
“We recommend, therefore, that tile be 
abandoned for house-drains, and that the cast- 
iron soil-pipe described above be continued, of 
uniform sie and without a trap, to the main 
sewer. The soil-pipe should, if possible, be ac- 
cessible for inspection throughout its entire 
length, and should be carried above the cellar 
floor where this is cticabie. The epentng in 
the outer wall or foundation should be larger 
than the soll- pipe, to allow the bouse to settie 
without breaking the joints. The basement or 
cellar floor should always be covered with con- 


crete or asphaltum. 


TRAPS.

where these are used should in no case connect 
with the soil or waste-pipe, but should be 
drained by sepurate and independent pipes lead- 
ing to the kitchen-sink. 

The vell-traps, which are in common use, we 
consider safe. 

WATER-CLOSETS. 

The wnater-closet most generally used is the 
pan-closet. This we cannot recommend. 

Probably no perfect water-closet bas yet been 
devised, but the seit-flushing hopper closet and 
several of the improved closets have remedied 
some of the most dangerous defects of the pan- 
closets, and we recommend their use. lu addi- 
tion to the ventilation of the soil-pipe aad the 
trap, it is advisable to run a pipe or a tin con- 
ductor from the seat of the closet to a ventilat- 
ing shaft or to a chimney. ‘This will tend to 
carry off the odors and any gases which migh: 
escape from the closet. 

The custom of supply water-closets with water 
directly from the service-pipes may be danger- 
ous, and bas been prohibited by law in London 
since 187 I. The dauer is from coutamiuatien of 
the drinking water, in consequence of the 
occasional emptying of the pipes, or, more com- 
monly, from the small size of the main service- 

ipe, which fails to keep the upper pipes of a 

ouse filled while water is being drawn on the 
lower floors. As the water leaves the pipes. 
foul air from the water-closet enters them, and 
is rapidly absorbed by the cold water as it flows 
back into the pipes. This is believed to be a 
ca use of typhoid fever. 

Every water-closet, on the upper floors at 
least, should, therefore, be supplied with water 
froma separate tank, through a pipe not less 
than one inch and a quarter in diameter, to in- 
sure rapid flushing of the bow! and the trap. 

Every room containing u water-closet should 
be ventilated by a flue, and should have direct 
communication with the outer air, either by a 
window or light shaft. 

TO INSURE COMPLETE VENTILATION. 

We have recommended that the soil pipe run 
from the sewer tothe roof without trap, and 
that all traps to waste and overfi»w pipes be 
ventilated. This system can be improved, and a 
constant circulation of air secured turough ‘the 
pipes by an iron pipe connecting with the soi! 
pipe near the point where it passes through the 
outer wall, of uniform size with it, and running 
out above the roof. 

CATCH- BASINS. 

The Board of Public Works of Chicago now re- 
quires every houseboider to build and use a 
catch-basin into which kitehen-sinks must 
empty. They should be buiit outside of the 
house wherever this 1s possible, and should be 
ventilated by a four-inch pipe carried above the 
roof. 

The following is a brief 

SUMMARY OF THE RECOMMENDATIONS 
made by your Sommittee: 

I. Concrete the ground under the entire build- 


2. Ventilate the main sewers by a perforated 
cover m every manhole. 

3. Every house to have a cast-iron soll- pipe 
not less than four inches in diameter and one- 
qqarter inch in thickness, tarred inside and out- 
side, running from sewer to roof, without a 
trap, accessible for r throughout its 
entire length. and with as great a fall as 
possible; the openings for waste and soil pipes 
in the bouse walls to be larger than the pipes, 
to allow for settling. 

4. Every sink, wash-basin, bath-tub, and 
water-olvset (except the trupless closets) to 
be trapped. 

5. Every trap to be ventilated from its highest 
point intoa pipe running out above the roof 
and disconnected from the soil- pipe.

Jdints between iron and lead 
pipes to be made with tinned-iron d brass 
ferules, soldered. 

7. Catch- basins to be built outside of the house 
— possible, and ventilated by a special 
pipe. 

8. Water-closets to connect with the outer air 
by a window or light shaft,and to have a ven- 
tilating flue. 

9. Avoid pan closets,and use hopper or im- 
proved closets. 

10. On the upper floors each water-closet to be 
flushed from a separate tank, througha pipe 
not less than one and one-quurter inch in diaw- 


eter.

SANITARY LEGISLATION. 
Itis the custom of ail cities to control, by 
municipal ordinance and by supervision, mat- 
ters affecti the public health.

VENTILATION AND HEATING OF HOUSES. 

In our cold and variable climate it is always 
something of a problem how to heat and venti- 
late our buildings, and yet there is very littie 
thought or study given to it, either by the owner 
of the building or the architect. 

The desire to build as cheaply and to heat as 
cheaply as possible. has led to the adoption of 
bad methods of heating, and of no methods at 
all of ventilation. Many of the throat diseases 
so common to Chicago are cuused by the over- 
heated and bad airof our buildings; and many 
of the mualariai diseases, arising from sewer-gas 
admitted into houses by defective plumbing, 
might be avoided by thorough ventilation of the 
houses. 

The most common error is in using furnaces 
of too small a size, which have to be forced toa 
red beat in the coldest weather, thus burning 
the air and rendering it unfit to breathe. This 
evil is intensified by having the cold-air pipe and 
the conductor pipes through the house of too 
small asize. This method is recommended by 
many architects and dealers in furnaces, to 

ratify the almost universal desire for economy. 

zut it isa false economy, for it ts injurious to 

health and is destructive to furniture and walis, 
through the unnatural dryness of the air which 
it produces. 

Your Committee would earnestly recommend 
the use of large furuaces, with ample supply of 
cold air, and large conductor pipes throughout 
the house, so that the air from the registers ueed 
never be too warm to be inhaled with comfort. 

Where it is convenient to use open fires, or to 
have open fire-places, even if no fires be made 
in thetn, or flues opening at the floor, an outlet 
is provided for the cold air of the room at the 
floor, a circulanon of the air maintained, and 
good ventilation and a pure, wholesome atmos- 
phere secured. 

The cost of a building may be somewhat in- 
ereased by a thorough system of drainage and 
beating and ventilation, but it is surely better 
to economize in any otber direction—in the size 
and ornamentation of our bouses,in the furni- 
ture, or the style of living—tbhan in those things 
which are essential to the bealth and lives of the 
occupants.

The Mapleson Operas in New York— 
Musical Gossip at Home and Abroad. 
The Mapleson troupe commenced its season 

last Monday evening in New York with Lucia.” 

The Trilune says of the performance: 

“Lucia” was well chosen for the opening 
night, since it presents Mme. Gerster in a role 
with which we buve the pieasantest recollections 
of her former triumphs. When sbe came upon 
the stage she was hailed by a remarkable out- 
burst, in which the whole audience seemed to 
join, and it was some time before quiet was 
sufficiently restored for the suspended per- 
formance to go on. At the endof the acts, and 
at all the most notable of Lucia’s numbers, the 
applause broke out again with almost equal 
fervor; and during the flute-and-voice duo of 
the mad scene the house could hardly restrain 
the cluppmg and shouts of brava until the end 
of the passage. There is little to say ef the 
singing and acting of this charming artist, 
except what we have said a score of times 
already. lu most respectsher voice. ber art, and 
her person are just the same as before; in a 
few particulars some change is observable; ber 
lower and medium tones are more fully devel- 
oped; ber acting is more forcible; her style is 
more mature. The sympathetic presence capti- 
vates us with a charm no less potent than in 
former days; and one still feels toward this ad- 
miruable singer and most amiable and winning 
lady an attraction which few artists are able to 
exert. Signor Ravelli, the new tenor. had a 
bard task in assuming & rt which we have 
learned to associate with Campanini in his most 
impassioned moments; and, indeed, it is difficult 
to und any tenor who can sing in the same com- 

any with Campanini and yet satisfy the New 

‘ork public. As we have said, however, Mr. 
Mapleson’s new recruit was well received, and 
if be is as good iu other characters as he is in 
Edgardo he will prove a valuable addition to the 
troupe as a substitute on occasion for the pepu- 
lar favorit. His voice is not especially sweet, 
but it is pure, even, and of sufficient strength 
and compass: he sings smoothly and in tune; 
his appearonce is good., his action is easy and in- 
telligent. He is not likely to snatoh any of 
Campanini's laurels; but if he is not to 4 
rival of that phenomenal artist be may at least 
be a satisfactory assistant.

WILLIAM L. CHURCH. 


Death of an Old and Prominent Chica- 
goan— His Part in the City’s His 
tory. 

Mr. William L. Church, a prominent politician 
and old-time resident of Chicago and vicinity, 
died yesterday morning at 12:35 o'clock at his 
residence, No.8 Wellington place, Kenwood. 
He was confined to his bed tor many weeks by 
a liver complaint which was the cause of his 
aeath. Being iu ill health during the summer, 
be went East ona pleasure-trip, and while in 
Canada caught a cold which led to the liver 
trouble. 

William L. Church was born in Lynn, Living- 
stone County, New York, Aug. 12, 1816, and came 
to this city in 1836. Since that time he has made 
Chicago and her suburbs his home. He was the 
first School Commissioner elected by the people, 
and was one of the earliest Republicans in this 
section of the country. Oct. 27, 1837, he was mar- 
ried to Roxanna J. Pike in a settlement on the 
Fox River. In 1838 he was engaged in the dry- 
goods business, the firin being known as Church & 
Sheldon, and they occupied a store at the corner 
of Lake and La Salle streets. A few years after 
he sold out his interest in the tirm and founded 
the firm of Neef & Church, the largest dealers 
in dry goods in the West at the time. In 1848 
the Legislature passed an act allowing the peo- 
ple to vote on township organization, and Mr. 
Church was one of the three men appointed by 
the County Commissioners to go into the coun- 
try, call public meetings in every six-mile tract, 
and ask the opinion of the people on the subject 
of township organization. He served two terms 
as City Treasurer and two terms as County 
Treasurer and ex-officio Assessor of Cook Coun- 
ty. In 1850

and was only prevented from serving a second 

term by the law. which prohibited two consecu- 

tive terms by one man in that office. He was 
elected Alderman of the Third Ward in 1852 and 

1853, and was Chairman of the Police Committee. 

It was during that time that the famous lager 

beer war occurred, and Mr. Church was a promi- 

neut worker on the temperance side. e was 
nominated as a candidate for Clerk of the 

Cireuit Court, and was on the same ticket with 

John C. Fremont. In 1860 he was elected on the 

ticket with Abraham Lincoln as Circuit Clerk 

and ex-officio Recorder of Deeds, and in 1864 

was reélected on the same ticket. For some 

time he has been employed in the Custom 

House. During the War he was a warm friend 

of Gov. Yates, and such was the confidence re- 

posed in him by Old Diek that he was as- 
signed to perform secret service, the nature of 
never known to any 

Mr. Church and the Goy- 

ernor. lt was said, however, that a great 
deal of nerve was required in its performance. 

Mr. Church organized the freight department of 

the Lilinois Central Railroad and was a trusted 

servant of the Company tor sometime, When 

Gettysburg Cemetery was dedicated each State 

sent two representatives to the ceremonies, and 

Mr. Church and Mr. C. P. Clark, of Galesburg, 

represented Illinois. During bis lifetime Mr. 

Church beld a number of minor public offices, 

and no fault was ever found with his adminis- 

tration. 

During the War Mr. Church was a great friend 
of the soldiers, and did all he could tor their 
comfort. At one time, when he was ona visit 
to Cairo, the troops there complained that they 
had no vegetables, and when Mr. Church re- 
turned to Chicago he interested himself in the 
matter and shipped a carload of onions, pota- 
toes, and other vegetables to the troops. 

Mr. Church is the youngest of four brothers, 
three of whom are now living at Rockford, III.. 
one the well-known Judge Church. He leaves 
four children, all of whom are married. He has 
lost two children also. In 1860 be moved from 
the city to Lake View for the purpose of getting 
out of politics. Later on he returned to the city 
to live, and at the time of his death he resided 
at No. 8 Wellington place, Kenwood. 

He always manifested a great 

INTEREST IN POLITICS, 

and attended every session of the last Repub- 

lican National Convention, beid in this city. On 

coming out of the Exposition Building, after 
the long night session, he wus seized with a chill. 

Friends removed him to bis home and he 

was treated for chills and fever. It was 

discovered afterward, however, that congestion 
and liver disease had been the cause of 
the chill. Aug. 26 he left the city, and went 
through Canada by boat, hoping to recover bis 
health. His condition did not improve, and he 
returned to his home. He bas been confined to 
his house during — month and to his bed 
or the last two weeks. 

‘ His interest in politics never abated. During 

forty years he never missed casting his vote at 

a Presidential election, and up to the time of his 

death he had often said that if well enough be 

should insist upon being carried to the polls to 

vote for * A. — id.

OPPOSED TO A CHANGE. 


Let the Workingmen Read What an 
Irishman Says—The Weekly Bates of 
Wages Current in Europe Compared 
with Those Paid in New York, 

The following is contained in a letter from an 

Irishman to the New York Tribune: 
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The cost of food in Europe in the same year, 

compared with present prices in New York, is as 

follows: 
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Let not the workingmen in the Unnited States, 
who read the above, lull themselves into the 
belief that because they are in America they 
are secure from the evils which have produ 
low wages and misery in countries as richly 
blessed with great resources as their own. 
superior condiuon of labor here is mainly due 
to the Republican principle of protection to 
American industry. A short period of Demo- 
cratic free trade would alarm capital, flood the 
couutry with foreign manufactures, close many 
of our mills and foundries, and lower the price 
of labor. As further proof that this is pre- 
eminently a question of labor here, is the candid 
admission of the Hon. Charles M. Palmer, M. P., 
who, at a meeting held at Neweastle-on-Tyne 
in September. 1879, said: 

“Having their raw material of cotton, their 
coal and their iron, and other raw material 
there can be no doubt that if labor in the Unit 
States could be brought down to the same 4 
as we pay in this country, and this can only be 
done by the removal of their tariff, they could 
manufacture as cheaply as we do.” 

Thus we cau see that free trade simply and 
solely means the reduction of wages in the 
United States, and with free trade once estab- 
lished not all the Unions, combinations, or strikes 
that could be devised would prevent this reduc- 
tien, for our ports would be open to foreign 

s, and it would simply be a question of 
“low wages, or no wages at all.“ 

Let Irishmen who settied bere twenty-five 

ears ago, in the daysof free trade, before the 

epublican party had elevated labor and devel- 
oped American industry by its wise measures, 
recall the state of the couatry at that time. In 
those days, as in these, our mountains abounded 
with ore; but where were the furnace fires or 
the number of stalwart men who now make the 
land musical with the roar of the biast and the 
ring of the anvil? Where, except in Manchester 
and Birmingham, which were then, in a measure, 
the worksuop of the United States? England 
destroyed the manufactures of Ireland, and 
forced Irishmen to migrate, but, instead of 
thwarting her designs, they were misied into 
supporting the Democratic party, which pro- 
moted this state of things. 

In good time Republicanism stretched forth its 
protecting hand, and lo! the bills are tunneled 
and the valleys are alive with furnaces; diversi- 
fied industry —agricuiture, manufactures, trades, 
and general commerce reacting upon each other 
—has taken the place of the sickly system of 
free trade, with its foreign manufactures, lon 
hours, low wages, wildcat currency, and genera 
thriftiesness.

THE DISASTER RECORD. 
SCHOONER COL. COOK SUNK. 

Dapt. Thomas Fountain, of the schooner Pen- 
kee, reports that the schooner Col. Cook, coal 
lasen, is sunk in twelve feet water at the an- 
chorage behind Plum Island. She came to the 
atehorage during the great gale, and remained 
there Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday fishing 
a broken foremast head and bowsprit. At & p. 
m. Wednesday she got away, when the Captain 
found that she would not stir. By the time that 
the vessel cleared Plum Istand she was found to 
bave three feet of water in ber hold, and was 
filling rapidly. Consequently sbe was run into 
shoal water and allowed to sink. The Captain 
of the vessel thinks she ran upon ber anchor 
while breaking away trom the holding ground. 
No difficulty will be experienced in raising ber. 
The Col. Cook formerly bore the name Augusta, 
andis the vessel that run down the steamer 
Lady Elgin. 

THOSE SUNKEN VESSELS. 

Several days ago Tun Taisune printed a dis- 
patch from Sturgeon Bay which gave currency 
to a report that the masts of two sunken 
vessels are projecting above the water 
of North Bay. Yesterday the reporter 
of Tun Trisune succeeded in tracing 
the origin of the report to a _  state- 
ment made after the storm by the keevor of the 
Cana Island lighthouse, This lightkeeper, it is 
averred, reports that during the hight of the 

reat storm he saw two vessels, apparentiy 
oaded with grain, iron-ore, or coal, pass outside 
of Cana Island within twenty minutes of each 
other, and both go down with all on board. The 
foundering is said to have occurred within easy 
range of vision. The story may be true, yet it

OTHER MISHAPS OUTSIDE.

The water tore up the walks around his 
house, drowned his chickens, and cieated mis- 
chief generally. 

The Racine schoener S. J. Holly found shelter 
in Little Traverse Bay, after having lost both 
anchors and nearly all of her canvas. 

A lumber-laden vessel reached Traverse Bay 
also, minus her canvas, deck-load, and yawl. 

Johu R. Brundage, of Oswego County, was 
washed overboard from the steamer Dix, of the 
Detroit & Grand Haven Line, during the gute. 
He hailed trom Oswego.

CRIPPLES IN PORT. 

Durmg Friday night and yesterday a large 
number of crippl vessels arrived in port. 
First among them ws the large schoover Pen- 
saukee, Which is ing, huving lost her rud- 
der, broken her string apparatus, damaged 
her rudder- bucking, and sprung a leak, besides 
suffering damage in cunavas. Through the 
breaking of tic rudder and steering-gear dam- 
age was done te the quarter-deck ulso. 

Next iu order way be mentioned the schooner 
D. A. Van Vaikenburg, which presents a sorry 
appearance indeed. Her foremust is gone 
close to the deck, mainmast above 
the deck, and mizzenmast about ten 
feet above the eabin. The Van Valkenburg 
was struck by the southwester when about 
twelve miles off Manitowoc, The puff carried 
away herfore and main top-masts. She waé 
put about and run before the wind until 
her steering-gear became unsbipped, when she 
bronched to and had ber fore and main masts 
swept over the side. Justas the anchorage at 
Whitefish Bay was reached, later in the day, a 
huge breaker struck the vessel, carrying away 
bermizzenmast, bowsprit. and jibboom, shift- 
ing the forcastle on deck, and bursting in the 
cabin doors and windows. All of tde 
standi rigging and ruuning-gear was lost. 
and only the ftvurestaysail, foresail, mainsail, 
and mizzen used. The wreck caused by the 
elements is of the most complete description. 
The Van Valkenburg does not leak. She has a 
cargo of iron ore. 

Another sorry-looking craft is the schooner 
Heury C. Richards. Her fore and mizzen top- 
mast are gone, the mainmast broken off below 
the crosstrees, and some of her canvas torn into 
rivbeuns. She bas a cargo of coal. 

The schooner Resumption arrived minus her 
mainsail. 

The scow White Oak landed at the lumber 
market with her foremast head broken, purt of 
her deck load of lumber gone, the foresail and 
mainsail damaged, and ber hull leaking badly. 
Shortly after reaching the market the schouner 
J. V. Jones sagged aguinst her starboard quarter, 
crushing it badly. The White Oak carried a 
stick on deck for a new foremast.

The crew of the Perry Hannah lost 
all of their clothes. They were placed on the 
pier for safety, and the vessel afterward carried 
away the pier. 

Mr. Long snys the schooner Peoria lies on the 
south reef at Bailey's Harbor, in five feet of 
water. She looks fair enough, but nevertheless 
is a total loss. Her outtit can be Saved in good 
condition.

A RUDDER OF CANVAS. : 

Capt. Thomas Fountain, of the schooner Pen- 
saukece, creuted quite a senention among vessel 
Captains and vessel men r — by announc- 
ing that be had steered his vessel from Plum 
Island to Chicago with a canvas rudder, impro- 
vised in an emergency occusioned by the loss of 
the wooden rudder which she ordinarily 
earries. Curiosity tosee the thing led a great 
many to visit the Pensaukee during the few 
hours she lay moored at the foot of La Salle 
street. The contrivance was tound to be of 
canvas, cut in the shape and about the size of 
an ordinary redder. This canvas was secured 
tu a tamarack stock, which in turn was spiked 
10 the stern postof the vessel. At the outer 
end of the blade four or five eyelct holes were cut, 
through which ropes were woven, ail leading to 
a singie tiller rope passed over each quarter of 
the vessel and carried tothe drum of the steer- 
ing wheel, which in the present case was placed 
just abaft the mainmast. The struin of the 
tiller rope does not swing the rudder, 
but curves it to one side or the 
other, as a tish curves his tail. This contrivance, 
which proves to be a great novelty among fresh- 
water snilors, is often made use of on sale 
water when rudders are lost,—at least such was 
the intimation given by Capt. Fountain to the 
reporter of Tug TRIBUNE.

BOULEVARDS AND STREETS. 

The paving of the Michigan avenue boule- 
vard and of that part of Thirty-fifth street to 
connect it with the Grand boulevard has at last 
been decided on. At their meeting on Friday 
the South Park Board adopted the ordinances 
prescribing what kind of pavement should be 
used, and how it should be laid. There isto be 
in the middle of the boulevard a driveway, 
fifty feet wide, of macadam. This macadam 
is to be made of broken limestone, twelve inches 
deep, overlaid by six inches of clear 
banigravel, each course to be wet, 
and rolled as laid. There is to be on each side 
of the macadam a roadway ot stone, like the 
Belgian pavement, eight feet wide. On the 
west side of Michigan avenue sidewalks are to 
be laid along the lot-lines, eight feet wide. On 
the eastern side of the avenue the sidewalk will 
be of asphalt, fifteen feet wide. The ordinance 
provides for the planting of trees not more than 
fifty feet apart. The crossings, curbstones, 
eateh-basinus, manholes, etc., are all provided 
for. Thirty-fifth street is to have no tree-piant- 
ing, but in other respects will be the same as the 
rest of the boulevard. The cost of all these im- 
provements is to be paid by special assessments 
on the abutting p * 

The W Board have recommended that 
the boulevard connect the West Parks with 
the South Park. The central route, com- 

at a point near the centre of the south 
gias Park, runs thence due south toa 
d adjacent to Thirty-first 
street, and thence east, north of, and adjacent to 
that streetto a point immediately west of and 
adjacent to Western avenue, and thence south 
to connect with .the South Park boulevard. 
This boulevard will run through some city 
property at the House of Correction, which the 
city is to be asked to cede to the Park Commis- 
sioners. All that will be needed besides this 
boulevard to complete the chain of boulevards 
— = miles ae tong | encircling the city will be con- 
nection Lincoln Park. The boulevard de- 
scribed — will open a large tract of territory 
now inaccessible by any graded street. 

The Common Council have rejected the ordi- 
nance reported by the West Divison Com mittee 
on Streets and Alleys to repeal the ordinance for 
opening Artesian avenue, Maplewood avenue, 
and Seymour street. 

Carroll avenue pro derte owners are petition - 
ing the Common Council®for side approaches 
from that street to the Sangamon street viaduct. 

An experimental elevated railroad is to be 
built in Dearborn Park, permission for that pur- 
pose having been given by the city authorities. It 
will be put up by the Leavitt Blevaced Railroad 
Compaay. e tracks are to be elevated to the 
bigot of 22322 feet, supported by iron 
coiumns, and the cars run on the top for rapid 
transit, while others, going more slowly, are to 
be suspended by braces about midway and 
pulied slong by wire cables. 

The W est Side Street — 4 bas been given 
by the Common Council contro! of Lake street 
for all yo dee ton — ek neneg from Union Park 
over ichigan avenue, and from 

X. * of the Company's trucks at 

well street in and along Lake street to 
Central Park; and of Milwaukee uvenue from 
the present tracks at the intersection of Clinton 
street to Lake street, toa connection with the 
West Lake street tracks. Mayor Harrison bas 
not yet made public his intentions with regard 
to signing the bill. East o street property- 
owners are bitterly opposed to a railroad on that 


street. 

The Céuncil Committee on Railroads have 
concurred in the petition of the several lines of 
street railways asking permission to pave their 
tracks with cobbie-stones. It 1s stipulated, 
however, that the work be performed under the 
supervision of the Department of Public Works. 

The West Madison street property-owners are 
protesting against the frauds being committed 
in the laying of the pavement on that street. 
They allene that Inspector Dewey was removed 
from the street because hedid not favor the 
contractors, and vubjected to inefficient work. 
Gentiemen who had waited on Superintendent 
Fogarty got no satisfaction from him. Cedar 
blocks that were rotten were saidto have been 
rejected only when objected to by some owner 
on whose frontage they were laid, and the same 
blocks were put down on another — of the 
street when no one was watching. It is said the 
street west of Loomis is paved almost entirely 
with these worthless blocks. Legal measures 
are to be taken to prevent the contractors from 
receiviug their pay. 

The Hurrison street viaduct is to cost $106,000. 
The City Engineer bas apportioned the cost be- 
tween the various railroads as follows: Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy, $20,811: Pittsburg & Fort 
Wayne, $5,835; and Chicago & Alton, $30,229. 
The . the approaeh is to be divided be- 
tween the railroads and the city; the former will 
pay $20,855, and the latter $28,891. The appor- 
tionment will have to be approved by the Kail- 
road Companies interested fore the contract 
for the work is let. 

Calumet avenue, between Twenty-first and 
Twenty-secund streets, is to be paved by private 
contract.
